"Zeb, the hermit fisherman," lives in 


a filthy hovel down near the ocean in the 
town of Stonington. He wears the old 
time fisherman costume of blue overalls, 
jacket and skull cap to match. He, too, 
was disappointed in love, and took to 
fishta" in solitude for a livelihood. He 
next courted the Bible, and can repeat 
it from Genesis through to Revelations 
by heart. With a capital of $90, which 
he invested in a dory, he has amassed a 
fortune estimated at $50,000. For five 
vcars he lived in a shanty, expending but 
§8 a year for food. His clothes he wore 
to shreds, and his fuel he picked up on 
the beach. During that time he saved 
S425 with which he bought his present 
home. Here for thirty out of thirty-five 
vears it cost liim but S25 annually for thu 
necessities of life, while his earnings he 
invested in real estate. 


Tho property purchased by mm lies 


alon" tho water front, ami at that time 
was at the mercy of tho sea, which cast 
its hu"e waves tar inshore during a gale. 
Zeb immediately began the laborious 
work of building a breakwater, or rather 
a seawall. This lie did alone and unas- 
sisted. 
It is of stone, fully 501) feet in 


length ami live feet iu height The work 
was all douu by hand, the big stones 
being carted in a homo made wheelbar- 
row anil consuming a year's time. 


After this job liad been completed /Ccb 


befan t'ie o-ection of Ms first tenement 
house, With a pickax, a spade and a 
wheelbarrow he excavated for the cellar, 
using the dirt to till in tho hole back ot 
the seawall. 
Ue walled up the cellar 


with stone and then secured carpenters 
to build a house. This cost him Si00. 
The painting and papering ho did himself. 


As soon as this one was completed lie 


began work upon a second. He continued 
his labor, and now has ten houses, side 
by side, all built the same way. Each of 
these houses brings him a monthly rental 
of $7, and they are all occupied. 


But he has not neglected his fishing 


during tin., time, lie has mado from 
§300 to §100, and sometimes fejOO a year. 
This money ho turned into property or 
placed in the savings bank. It is sup- 
posed by many townsfolk that he also 
has considerable hid in his sleeping room, 
the armaments of which consist of a 
three pronged pitchfork,'a hatchet and 
a stove poker. The past five years have 
been more expensive to him than any 
previous ones. His fortune has accumu- 
lated to such an extent that his expendi- 
tures now average- §125 a year, which 
includes insurance, taxes, food and fuel. 
—Norwich (Conn.) Cor. Boston Globe.

AGES AND SHORT STAYS. 


Iceland'* Auetent Lore Becords an Expe- 


dition WSioll Took Place in 088-Exp*. 
rienccs Which Lead to the Belief TUat 
Am«-Tica Was the Flace Visited. 
Tlie ancient lore of the Icelandic sagas 


furnishes proof of the early coloniKition 
of the American continent in the Tenth 
century by the Scandinavians. The sagas 
and son^s upon which ancient Scandi- 
navian history is founded, and tnosecon- 
tainintr the history of America by the 
Northmen, were originally intrusted to 
the memory, and these verbal traditions 
formed historical narratives. 


In the early part of the Twelfth cen- 


turv, when the Icelanders had become 
fuuiliar with the Latin chirography, 
they were committed to writing. Manu- 
scripts found in Iceland during the year 
1«50 make record of an expedition to 
Greenland led in 080 by Eric Red, of Ice- 
hml 
His son Lief, who accompanied 


Mm enlisted -i crew of thirty-five men, 
and set sail from Greenland on another 
voyage of exploration. In due time they 
cauM?to a well wooded land to the south- 
west of Greenland, where day and night 
seemed more equal than in Gree.iland 
and Iceland.

visible, nor did ho find the lairs of (vm- 
raals. Afterwards sailing eastward they 
came to a cape upon whose sandy beach 
they landed. Having crossed this pre- 
lection, to their surprise they saw three 
boats mado of skins, partially buried in 
tho sand, beneath which nine men lay 
hidden, eight of whom were caught and 
killed, one managing to escape. Later 
these Northmen were attacked by tho 
Esquimaux, to whom the eight so re- 
cently killed probably belonged, 
ihor- 


wald, fatally wounded in tho encounter, 
was buried on tho promontory where- he 
fell 
His crew lerurned to Greenland 


with a rich cargo of timber. 


THE SECOND EXPEDITION. 


The sagas make mention of another 


expedition, undertaken by Thorfm Karls- 
fue, who enlisted aa his associates sixty 
men and five women. Sailing from Ice- 
land in a southerly direction, they ar- 
rived at tho place where Lief had built 
his huts 
After landing the cons and a 


bull to graze, which they had brought 
with them, Karlsfuo ordered his men to 
fell trees and prepare timber for the 
ship's cargo; :uid while thus engaged 
they saw emerging from tho woods many 
Skraelings. Happening to appear where 
the bull was feeding, and being rather 
of a ferocious spirit, ho bellowed loudly, 
and mado an attack upon th"ui, which 
led Uiem immediately to retreat. 


After securing re-enforcements they 


returned, and although they were not 
able to make thombClves umlerbtood to 
the Northmen, by means of bigns, how- 
ever, they were enabled to barter furs 
for such o'ther commodities as the North- 
men were willing to sell. 
When the na- 


tives had withdrawn, Karlsfue caused 
a strong wooden fence to bo placed 
around Ixis booths, which proved to bo a 
wise precaution, us a short time ulter- 
wards the Skraelmgn returned, when a 
fierce fight ensued, in which many of the 
Esquimaux foil. The Northmen soon be- 
coming weary of their abode in so strange 
a country, and exposed to thu frequent 
attacks of the natives, in the spring re- 
turned to Greenland. 


THE THEORY OF HUSH COLONISTS. 


The third expedition was undertaken 


in 1011 by Freydissa, a daughter of Eric 
Red in company with 200 Icelandic 
traders, but as no further exploration of 
this country was entered upon no new- 
facts were obtained.

An Irish Dinner In 1T47. 


Dinner was generally served at 4 p. m. 
It was abundant to profusion. Thewinel 
were excellent, being the choicest pro- 
duce of French and Spanish vineyards, 
whose quality was remarked by almost? 
all visitors to Ireland; and the Pptationa 
were, as at tho same period in England, 
long and deep. Costly silver, handsome 
glass and china, and the finest linen ap- 
peared in all the better class houses. A 
characteristic feature was the "potaM 
ring " This was of silver, richly chased, 
and was used to support the great bowl 
in which potatoes were then brought 
to table. The sequence of courses dJt- 
fered widely from that now genenJ. 
Soups came in the third or fourth place; 
fish, flesh and sweets jostled each other; 
while potted meats and cold psties were 
not unfrequent items on the bill of fare. 


For moro accurate knowledge of what 


our ancestors ate at their principal meal 
we are indebted to a chronicle; of the 
time. In 1747 she sends the following 
menu of a dinner to her sistsr; the quaint 
spelling is retained; "First course-Fish, 
beefsteaks, rabbit and onions, fillet oi 
veal blamange, cherries, Dutch cheese. 
Second course—Turkey, pout [pouJtJl, 
salmon, pickled salmon, grilde [g11186'] 
and quaills, little terrene peas, cream, 
mushrooms terrene, apple pye, crabs, 
leveret cheese cakes, almond cream, cur- 
rants and gooseberries, orange butter. 
Dessert-Raspberries and cream, sweety 
meats and jelly, strawberries and cream. 
She adds; "I'give as little hot meat as 
possible. 
Tho invitation was to 'beef- 


steaks,' which we aro famous for. —

Concerning Hydrophobia. 


Our knowledge concerning the condi- 


tions under which the poison which 
creates hydrophobia acts has been some- 
what advanced by tho recent experi- 
ments of M. Calticr, of Paris. According 
to tho experiments the dried virus has 
its poisonous properties destroyed in from 
four to six days. On the other hand, 
earlier experiments of tho same savant 
show that an animal which has died of 
rabies may retain the poison in that part 
of the brain called the medulla oblongata 
for six or seven weeks. It is evident 
that this fact may be of importance in 
cases where persons havo been bitten by 
animals supposed to be rabid. If the body 
of the creature has been buried it may be 
possible to exhumo it after many days 
and make experiments which will serve 
to show whether danger from the wound 
is to be apprehended. 
In this way un- 


founded anxieties may be allayed.—Pop- 
ular Science News. 


Electric Fire Indicators. 


Electric heat indicators, consisting of 


thermometers incased and protected by 
iron tubes, provided with platinum wires, 
and connected with a system of electric 
bells and indicators on deck, aro tho 
latest invention for preventing spon- 
taneous combustion among ship cargoes. 
Should any undue heat arise in any part 
of the cargo, the mercury in the ther- 
mometers will rise, make contact with 
the platinum wire, and give an instan- 
taneous alarm on deck, indicating at 
the same time the exact spot where '«te 
heat exists.—N;w York Telegram.
